Two of the biggest Democratic meet- 
ings ever held in Salisbury were at- 
tended by Wicomico's white voters last 
Saturday. The first meeting was 
held in the afternoon in Ulman's Op- 
era House and was presided over by Ex 
Govenor E. E. Jackson. Mr. Thomas 
Perry was chariman of the evening 
meeting, and the Salisbury Concert 
Band under the direction of Prof. W. 
A. Kennerly furnished excellent Dem- 
ocratic-music.

To the Honorable Champ Clark and 

others, Committee, etc. 
GENTLEMEN: 


In my response to your Commitee, at 
the formal notification proceedings, I 
referred to some matters not men- 
tioned in this letter. I desire that these 
be considered as incorporated ‘herein, 
and regret that lack of space prevents 
specific reference to them all. I wish 
here, however, again to refer to my 
views there expressed as to the gold 
standard, to declare again my unquall- 
fled belief in said standard, and to ex- 
press my appreciation of the action of 
the Convention in reply to my com- 
munication upon that subject. 

Grave public questions are pressing 
for decision. The Democratic party 
appeals to the people with confidence 
that its position on these questions 
will be accepted and endorsed at the 
polls. While the issues involved are 
numerous, some stand forth pre-emi- 
nent in the public mind. Among these 
are: Tariff Reform, Imperialism, Eco- 
nomical Administration and Honesty 
in the Public Service. I shall briefly 
consider these and some others within 
the necessarily prescribed limits of this 
"etter. 


IMPERIALISM. 


While I presented my views at the 
notification proceedings concerning this 
vital issue, the overshadowing impor- 
tance of this question impels me to re- 
fer to it again. The issue is often- 
times referred to as Constitutionalism 
vs. Imperialism. 

If we would retain our liberties and 
constitutional rights unimpaired, we 
cannot permit or tolerate at any time 
or for any purpose, the arrogation of 
unconstitutional powers by the execu- 
tive branch of our government. We 
should be ever mindful of the words of 
Webster, “Liberty is only to be pre- 
served by maintaining Constitutional 
restraints and just divisions of political 
powers.” 

Already the national government has 
become centralized beyond any point 
contemplated or imagined by the fram- 
ers of the Constitution, How tremend- 
ously all this has added to the power 
of the President! It has developed 
from year to year until it almost equals 
that of many monarchs. While the 
growth of our country and the magni- 
tude of interstate interests may seem 
to furnish a plausible reason for this 
centralization of power, yet these same 
facts afford the most potent reason why 
the executive should not be permitted 
to encroach upon the other depart- 
ments of the government, and assume 
legislative, or other powers, not ex- 
pressly conferred by the Constitution. 

The magnitude of the country and 
its _diversity_of interests. and. popula- 
tion- would enable a determined, ambi- 
tious and able executive unmindful of 
constitutional limitations and fired 
with the lust of power, to go far in the 
usurpation of authority and the 
aggrandizement of personal power*be- 
fore the situation could be fully appre- 
ciated or the people be aroused. 

The issue of Imperialism which has 
been thrust upon the country involves 
a decision whether the law of the land 
or the rule of individual caprice shall 
govern. The principle of imperialism 
may give rise to brilliant, startling, 
dashing results, but the principle of 
Democracy holds in check the brilliant 
Executive and subjects him to the so- 
ber, conservative control of the people. 

The people of the United States stand 
at the parting of the ways. Shall. we 
follow the footsteps of our fathers 
along the paths of peace, prosperity 
and contentment, guided by the ever- 
living spirit of the Constitution which 
they framed for us, or shall we go 
along other and untried paths, hitherto 
shunned by all, following blindly new 
Ideals, which, though appealing with 
brilliancy to the imagination and am- 
bition, may prove a will o' the wisp, 
leading us into difficulties from which 
it may be impossible to extricate our- 
selves without lasting Injury to our 
national character and institutions? 


TARIFF REFORM AT ONCE, 


The Dingley Tariff is excessive in 
many of its rates, and, as to them at 
least, unjustly and oppressively bur- 
dens the people. It secures to domes- 
tic manufacturers, singly or in combi- 
nation, the privilege of exacting ex- 
cessive prices at home and prices far 
above the level of sales made regularly 
by them abroad with profit, thus giving 
a bounty to foreigners at the expense 
of our own people. Its unjust taxation 
burdens the people generally, forcing 
them to pay excessive prices for food, 
fuel, clothing and other necessaries of 
life. It levies duties on many articles 
not normally imported in any consider- 
able amount, which are made extens- 
ively at hame, for which the most ex- 
treme protectionist would hardly justi- 
fy protective taxes, and which in large 
amounts are exported. Such dutles 
have been and will continue to be a 
direct incentive to the formation of 
huge industrial combinations, which, 
secure from foreign competition, are 
enabled to stifle domestic competition 
and practically to monopolize the home 
market. 

It contains many duties imposed for 
the express purpose only, as was open: 
ly avowed, of furnishing a basis for re- 
duction by means of reciprocal trade 
treaties which the Republican admin- 
istration, impliedly at least promised 
to negotiate. Having, on this promise, 
sécured the increased duties, the Re- 
publican party leaders, spurred on by 
protected interests, defeated tho troa- 
tles negotiated by the Executive, and 
now these same Interests cling to the 
benefit of these dutles which the peo- 
ple never intended they should have, 
and to which they have no moral right 


HOPE AID FRO SENATE. 
The two leading parties have always 


differed as to the principle of customs 
Our party has always ad- 


taxation. 
vanced the theory that the object {a 
the raising of revenue for aupport ol 
the government whatever other resulta 
may incidentally flow therefrom. The 
Republican party, on the other hand, 
contends that customs duties should be 
levied primarily for protection, so- 
called, with revenue as the subordinate 
purpose, thus using the power of taxa- 
tion to build up the business and prop- 
orty of the few at the expense of the 
many. 4 

This difference of principle still sub- 
sists, but our party appreciates thal 
the long-continued policy of the coun. 
try, as manifested in its statutes, 
makes {t necessary that tariff reform 
should be prudently and sagaciously 
undertaken, on scientifc principles, te 
the end that there should not be ap 
Immediate revolution in existing con- 
ditions, 

In the words of our platform we de- 
mand “a revisle and a gradual reduc- 
tion of the tariff by the friends of the 
masses, and for the common weal, and 
not by the friends of its abuses, its ex- 
tortions and discriminations,” 

It is true that the

E ot me rederm Senate through- 
out the next Presidential term, and 
could, therefore if they chose, block 
every attempt at legislative relief. But 
it should be remembered that the Re- 
publican party includes many revision- 
ists, and I believe it will shrink from 
defying the popular will expressed un- 
mistakably and peromptorlly at the 
ballot box. 4 

The people demand reform of ex 
isting conditions. Since the last Dem- 
ocratic administration the cost of liv- 
ing has grievously increased. Those 
having fixed incomes have suffered 
keenly; those living on wages, if there 
has been any increase, know that such , 
increase has not kept pace with the 
advance in the cost of living, including 
rent and the necessaries of life. Many 
to-day are out of work, unable to se- 
cure any wages at all. To alleviate 
these conditions, in so far as it is our 
power, should be our earnest endeavor. | 


COMMON LAW AND TRUSTS. 

Whether there is any common law 
which can be applied and enforced by 
the Federal courts, cannot be deter: | 
mined by the President, or by a candi- 
date for the Presidency. 

The determination of this question 
was left by the people in framing the 
Constitution, to the Judiciary and not 
to the Executive. The Supreme Court 
of the United Staes has recently con- 
sidered this question, and, in the case 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
vs. The Call Publishing Co., to be found 
in the one hundred and eighty-first vol- 
ume of the United States Supreme 
Court reports, at page 92, it decided 
that common law principles could be 
applied by United States courts in cases 
involving Interstate Commerce, in the 
absence of United States statutes spe- 
cifically covering the case. Such is the 
law of the land. 


GREATER MARKETS NOW 
NEEDED, 

In my address to the Notification 
Committee I said that tariff reform “is 
demanded by the best interests of both 
manufacturer and consumer.” With 
equal truth it can be said that the 
benefits of reciprocal trade treaties 
would enure to both. That the con- 
sumer would be helped Is unquestion- 
able. That the manufacturer would 
receive great benefit by extending his 
markets abroad hardly needs demon- 
stration. His productive capacity has 
outgrown the home market. The very 
term “Home Market," has changed in 
its significance. Once, from the manu- 
facturers' point of view, it meant ex- 
pansion; to-day the marvellous growth 
of our manufacturing industries has 
far exceeded the consumptive capacity 
of our domestic markets, and the term 
“Home Market“ implies contraction, 
rather than expansion. If we would 
run our mills to their full capacity, 
thus giving steady employment to our 
workmen and securing to them and to 
the manufacturer the profits accruing 
from increased production, other mar- 
kets must be found. Furthermore, 
when our manufacturers are dependent 
on raw materials in whole or part im- 
ported, it is vital to the extension of 
their markets abroad that they secure 
their materials on the most favorable 
terms. 

The persistent refusal of the Repub- 
lican majority in the Federal Senate to 
ratify the reciprocity treaties negoti- 
ated In pursuance of the policy advo- 
cated alike by Mr. Blaine and Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, and expressly sanctioned in the 
fourth section of the Dingley act, is 
a discouraging exhibition of bad faith. 
As already mentioned by me, the ex- 
orbitant duty imposed on many an im- 
ported article by the Dingley Tariff 
was avowedly intended by its author 
not to be permanent, but to serve tem- 
porarily as a marimum, from which 
the Federal Government was empow- 
ered to offer a reduction, in return for 
an equivalent concession on the part 
of a foreign country. President Me— 
Kinley undertook honestly to carry out 
the purpose of this section of the act. 
A number of reciprocity agreements 
were negotiated within the prescribed 
limit of two years, which, it ratified 
would have had the two-fold result o 
imported products 
for American consumers, and of open- 
Ing and enlarging foreign markets to 
American producers. Not one of those 
agreements has met with the approval 
of the Republican masters of the Sen- 
ate. Indeed, they did not even permit 
their consideration. In view of the at- 
titude of the present Executive, no new 
agreement under the general Treaty 
power need be expected from him. Nor 
does the Republican platform contain 
a favorable reference to one of the 
suspended treaties. This section of 
the Dingley act stands forth as a monu- 
ment of legislative cozenage and po- 
litical bad faith. 


NO TYRANNY OVER OTHER 
PEOPLES. 


If independence, such as the Cubans 
enjoy, cannot be prudently granted to 
the Filipinos at this time the promise 
that it shall come the moment they are 
capable of receiving it will tend to 
stimulate rather than hinder their de- 
velopment. And this should be done 
not only In justice to the Filipinos, but 
to preserve our own rights; for a free 
people cannot withhold freedom from 
another people and themselves remain 
free, The toleration of tyranny over 
others will soon breed contempt for 
freedom and self-government, and 
weaken our power of resistance to in- 
sidious usurpation of our constitutional 
rights. 


NATIONAL GOOD FAITH 
VIOLATED. 

The methods by which the Executive 
acquired the Panama Canal route and 
rights are a source of regret to many. 
To them, the statement that thereby a 
Breat public work was assured to the 
profit of our people is not a sufficient 
answer to the charge of violation of 
National good faith. They appreciate 
that the principles and healthy con- 
victlons which in thoir working out 
have made us free and great, stand 
firmly against the argument or sug- 
gestion that we shall be blind to the 
uature of the means employed to pro- 
mote our welfare. They hold that ad- 
herence to principle, whether it works 
for our good or III, will have a more 
beneficent influence on our future des- 
tiny than all our material upbuilding, 
and that we should ever remember that 
the Idea of doing a wrong to a smaller, 
weaker nation that we, or even all 
mankind, may have a resultant good is 
repugnant to the principles upon whicb 
our government was founded.

History Of Ancient Customs And Rites. 


HALLOWE'EN 


Qbserved in Many Salisbury Homes. 
Excellent Disguises. 


Hallow Even or Hallowe'en, the 
name popularly given to the eve or 
vigil of All Hallows or festival of All 
Saints, which being the first of No- 
vember, Hallowe'en is the evening of 


the Zist of October. Hallowe'en has 


for many centuries been the occasion 
of some form of observance in all parts 
of the civilized world, but the exact 
nature of that observance varies great- 
ly. Beginning in pagan days, when 
our forefathers foraged the fields by 
day and cowered in caves by night 
afraid of the darkness, the occasion has 
persisted to this day, and even from 
the times of the Druids we have au- 
thentic accounts of its observance. ; 


In Scotland years ago the supersti- 
tion prevailed that on the midnight 
preceeding Hallowmas, or All Saint's 
Day, the souls of those who had died 
during the year previous winged their 
way from earth to Heaven, and it was 
even believed that the souls of people 
who were asleep in their beds left 
their bodies and traveled long distan- 
ces to visit friends. In England it 
was long customary to crack nuts, 
duck for apples in atub of water, and 
perform other harmless fireside revel- 
ries. While the same thing can be 
said of Scotland, the Hallowe'en 
ceremonies of that country partook 
more of a superstitious character, 
taking among rustics the form of a 
charm to discover who should be his 
or her partner for life. Of these now 
most exploded customes, the best sum- 
mary is that contained in Rurnes' 
well known poem Hallowe’en.'' 

In many ways and signs these de- 
parted friends were believed to predict 
the course of future ovents. Though 
sumetimes neglected in modern prac- 
tice the most essential part of Hallo- 
we'en ritual seems to consist in the 
lighting by each household of a bon- 
fire at nightfall. This points to the 
very ancient and widly differed prac- 
tice of kindling sacred fires at certain 
seasons of the year. 

In these Christian times this beau- 
tiful though heathen custom has re- 
mained with us, and even now every 
girl who would know her luck in love 
never fails to tempt the secrets of the 
future despite the twentieth century 
realism. Many and different are the 
signs and omens now used which are 
supposed to unlock the sealed portals 
of the unknown and rend the veil that 
hides tomorrow. r

Now, my 
text emphatically says: “Deal gently 
with friends. Deal gently with the en- 
emy also.” Love those who love you. 
Yes, But love those who hate you and 
{ll treat you and despise you. That is 
the commandment of my text also. 
Dare you disobey God's orders to deal 
gently with those who have done you 
an injury? If you do God will make 
you rue your deflance in more ways 
than one. The “sword of hate“ is two 
edged and keener than any Damascus 
blade. With one stroke It slays a foe, 
but when the swordsman draws forth 
the “blade of vengeance,” whetted with 
mortal blood of his dying enemy, this 
sword springs back with its unused 
edge and slays the vindictive swords- 
man also, ‘Two lives are generally de- 
stroyed, and not one. Some of us have 
read the terrific philipple uttered by 
James G. Blnine, the brilliant son of 
Maine, when he tried to retaliate on 
Roscoe Conkling of New York for his 
gibes and sneers. He acquitted him- 
self with vigor, winning the applause 
of bis friends. With all the force of 
his eloquent tongue he ridiculed and 
castigated his political opponent, Ah, 
that was a terrible denunciation! That 
was one of the most bitterly crushing 
attacks ever mude In forensic arena. 
James G. Blaine walted for just the 
right time when he could most suc- 
cessfully hit his foe. But that terri- 
ble denuncintion against Roscoe Con. 
ling cost James G. Blaine mighty 
He paid the price of that venge- 
ance at costly rate. That one speech 
without a doubt cost him the presi- 
dency of the United States. Conkling | 
never forgave him. Had Blaine tried 
to concillate Roscoe Conkling Instead 
of trying to destroy him the “plumed 


knight" of the Malue bills would have 


landed in the White Ilouse, where all 
his friends us well as hhnself longed 
to have him. With a bludgeon you can 
knock a man down. With a keen, cut- 
ting speech you can make him wilt and 
compel him to curse you under his 
breath. But the sharp word, the bit- 
ter word, the sarcastic word. never yet 
ebungced a foe into n friend. Now, my 
text demands thnt you shall try to de- 
stroy your fog not by crushing them, 
but by winning them to your ranks, 
You are to destroy them, even as Na- 
poleon on Lis escape from Elba made 
Marshal Ney and his grenadiers fall 
nt his fect, because they felt he loved 
them. You ure to destroy them by 
denling gently with them, by forgiving 
as well os forgetting the evils of the 
past. 

But greater sweep than the establish- 
ment of barmonious relationships with 
our personal enemies has the applica- 
tion of my text. We should try to 
bring back to Christ those who are at 
war with their Divine Master on ac- 
count of their sins. We should try to 
lend God's wayward children back to 
their Divine Father's house, even as the 
prodigal of the far country was led to 
return to the old homestead. No man 
can truly love Christ unless at the 
same time, by yearning, tender affec- 
ton, he is willing to go forth to save 
Christ's loved ones even as he would 
want to save one of his own children. 


Bring Back the Lost Sheep. 

To bring the lost sheep back to the 
Shepherd's fold ought to be the high- 
est wish and desire of every Christian. 
And that la not to be done by menaces 
und denunciation. God, as Elijah 
found, is not in the earthquake nor in 
the fire, but in “the still small volce.” 
Men may be wooed back to God, but 
they are seldom driven. And why 
should we not deal gently with God's 
wayward children? Do you for one 
Instant think those people who spiritu- 
ally and morally have gone astray are 
having a good time? Do you for one 
moment suppose that the man who, 
like Lavcoon, knows that he and his 
family nre struggling amid the crush- 
Ing colls of deadly serpents on account 
of his sins would not gladly be rescued 
from those enveloping coils if we could 
only go to him gently in Christ's nume 
and offer to him the pence and the par- 
don and the hope and the eternal life 
of the gospel? Ah, yes, my brother, he 
would, he would! 

No man enjoys drinking the bitter 
dregs of remorse. No man for mere 
pleasure would allow Satan to keep on 
flaying him alive, as Satan is doing to 
his victims all around us, Sometimes 
at first looks are decelving In reference 
to this, From the opened door of the 
saloon or low haunt of vice we hear 
the songs and the guffaws of laugh- 
ter. Then we say, “Oh, what a high 
carnival is sin!” But stop. Is that all! 


Do von see thut young man who now 
comes toward us lu seedy attire? His 
step is staggering. He is blear eyed 
and maudlin in drink. He turns down 
a side street and staggers on to his 
lodgings In the pper room of a poor 
tenement, where live his wife and four 
or five half naked and half starved 
children. That young man only ten 
years ngo was dressed as well as you 
or I. He had then a finer business 
thon you have today. He once had 
just as happy a home. Tell me that 
man is happy? Is that the man whose 
wife so proudly stepped to the altar 
to give herself to boca in marriage’ Ls 
that the young man her friends con- 
gratulated her upon mavsylag?

Fun to be kicked out 
of your home? Fun to have the sher- 
iff sell your store over your head? Fun 
to have all your old friends turn thelr 
back upon you and look upon you as 
an outcast? Through the midnight 
darkness I hear the echoing of the 
song of ten years ago now singing, 
“The wages of sin is death.” Oh, no, 
my brother; that young man is not 
happy. The worst taskmaster on earth 
is the devil,

this old hateful and hating world is,

Although all the governments deny 
it, there i» not a government under 
which a cubluct noir does not exist 
and has not existed since letters were 
written, At Washington, us nt Ber- 
lin aud London, no correspondence of 
importance escapes this administrative 
inquisition. In spite of all denials, 
every government waintains a dark 
chamber in which letters are opened 
and read before being pent on to their 
destinntions, In the turmoil prelimi- 
nary to the Spanish-American war a 
secretary of the Spanish legation at 
Washington discovered this to his 
cost. Without the cabinet noir the 
secret police could hardly exlat. 
Through it the chiefs are enabled to 
spy upon thelr agents, who are re 
cruited in all ranks of socicty and 
paid in proportion to their standing 
and services.

Gothic Architecture In Chicago. 

Chicago can boast of a group of 
buildings which nre as good an exam- 
ple of the pure Gothic architecture as 
can be found anywhere in this country 
or in England. They are the tower 
group of the University of Chicago, de- 
signed by Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge, 
which are copied after the beautiful 
structures at English universities. The 
group Includes Founders’ tower. 
Hutchinson hall, the Reynolds club, 
Mandel hall and the law building. The 
latter ls a most excellent example of 
the perpendicular period of English 
Gothic architecture. Not only is the 
design carried out in the exterior, but 
the interior as well conforms to all the 
traditionary lines of the period. The 
Interior Is one great hall, lighted by 
lofty arched windows and pierced by 
high arched doorways, and overhead is 
a wooden ceiling, with massive beams 
and elaborately carved panels. The 
maln entrance looks ns though It 
might belong to the hall of some feudal 
baron of early England. The bullding 
is constructed of Bedford stone.—Chl- 
cago Record-Herald. 


A Dosen Miles Below Ground. 

A celebrated English engineer ls de- 
sirous of raising $25,000,000 In order 
to meet the expense of sinking a shaft 
in the earth to the depth of a dozen 
miles in the hope that scientific tests 
and investigations so far below the 
surface may bring to human acqualnt- 
ance a great deal of information of 
valne, But this plan of bis ls not 
Ukely to-excite wild enthusiasm any- 
where.

Revised estimates of the next Gen- 
eral Assembly of Delaware show that 
J. E. Addicks is no nearer his am- 
bition to the United States Senate 
than he was at the last session of the 
Legislature.

Calmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 6.—From the 
autumnal frosts, the stripping of for- 
est verdure and the woods now car- 
peted with the falling leaves the 
preacher in this sermon draws a lesson 
on the shortness of human life. The 
text is Isaiah lxiv, 6, “We all do fade 
as a leaf.” 

Is there any time in all the year 
more delightful for a vacation in the 
couptry than the “Indian summer?” 
Of course to the lover of nature the 
valleys and the mountains bave their 
fascinations at all seasons. Winter— 
cold, bleak, growling, freezing winter— 
has her months of glory. Then the 
trees, with their long, outstretched 
branches, are like the vestal virgins of 
old, robed in spotless white, Then the 
stars, through the keen, biting January 
nights, gleam brighter than any other 
time of the year. Then the country 
roads are echoing with the merrymak- 
Ings of the sleighbells, and the lights 
from the farmhouses are the beacons 
to signal friends to enter the home 
where “Welcome” is written over 
every door. 

Springtime in the country also has 
her mouths of glory. That is the time 
we hear the wooings of bird mating 
with bird. That is the time when the 
winds are tossing the white blossoms 
every whither. That is the time of 
the seed plantings and of the plowings, 
the time when the brooks are rippled 
with the trouts’ fins, while summer has 
her glory of the haymakers and the 
harvestings and the vineyards and the 
orchards in which we all have reveled 
year by year when off for the August 
vacations. But, though winter, spring 
and summer max come to us, each with 
special forms of enjoyment, the most 
rapturous time of all the year in which 
to spend n few weeks In the country 
is during the autumn, for then the 
glory of October's pride is the fading 
leaf. Never in artist's studio were so 
many gorgeous colors mixed together 
as God pictures on his canvases of the 
autumn follage. 

Here the trees look like a mighty 
“river of blood.“ as though their ar- 
teries had been opened by the Mosaic 
rod which incarnadined the river of 
Egypt. The lenves have blushed a 
deep crimson, as did the water at the 
wedding feast at Cana when, at our 
Lord's word, it was borne as new 
made wine to the governor at the 
feast. Under yonder trees it seems as 
though aged Jacob's sons were feast- 
ing and had hung up Joseph's coat of 
many colors upon the tree branches 
while they were waiting for the Ish- 
maelite nomads to come and take their 
younger brother away. There the green 
and the yellow, the red and the pur- 
ple, the blue and all the colors of the 
rainbow, ore found blending upon the 
same hillside. Yonder field looks like 
n prairie tire. We can almost hear the 
flames crackling amid the underbrush; 
we can alimest feel the hot air touch- 
ing our cheeks. We look at the strange 
und wonderful sight of the long grass- 
es and brushes, changed within a few 
weeks to a light red, and we wonder 
not as we see the birds flying away to- 
ward the sunny south, for as they fly 
we enn almost see the pictures of the 
prairie fires of our youth, when the 
birds and the beasts and the serpents 
fled in wild terror before the onward 
rush of the cousuming conflagration. 

The Leaves of Indian Summer. 

Ob, the beauty of the autumnal fo- 
age! The fading leaves of the Indian 
summer fascinate the eye and woo 
plauditory excliumations from all Ups. 
As we go forth today to entalogue 


some of them we find that there are |- 


big leaves and small leaves, long leaves 
and minow leaves, rough leaves and 
smooth leaves, thick leaves and thin 
leaves. ‘There are leaves that are yel- 
low, and red, and brown, and crimson, 
and green, and saffron. There are 
leaves like those which the tired trav- 
elers twist into cups and dip into the 
cool waters and lift to their parched 
lips. There are leaves like the fresh 
emerald ones which the plenlekers use 
for platters when the merrymukers 
fre banqueting in the woods and 
leaves like those the fleld laborers wet 
when they place them in their straw 
hats to cool their aching brows. There 
are leaves which the little children 
gather and press stralght between the 
schoolbook pages. There ure leaves 
which the maidens collect to fill the 
jars and vases and to decorate the 
halls, parlors and bedrooms of the 
home. There nre leaves which the 
florist cuts to give an added beauty to 
the flowers he ts clustering together 
for assemblages of joy and also for 
assemblages of sorrow, There are 
leaves which have hidden the nests of 
the birds while they were rearing thelr 
young—leaves npon the tree branches, 
leu ves in the Hower gardens, leaves 
Which have been tossed by the winds 
into the dusty road, leaves overhead, 
leaves under foot. There are a hundred 
and und forty und four thousand va- 
rleties of them und thousands upon 
thousands, Lo, this autumn day there 
is a host of fulling leaves which no 
man can number, They have lived 
their short Ilyes, they bave faded beau- 
tifully nnd at last have fallen off and 
fluttered silently to the ground. The 
ancient Hebrew prophet, watching 
them as they fell, saw in them a sym- 
bol of the failing of*human lives. As 
the leaves full und die, so man falle 

vd dies, “We ull do fade as a leaf’ 


in the overwhelming and incontroverti- 
ble statement of my text, 

Like the fading leaf, man's cradle and 
grave ure not very far apart. Like the 
life of a leaf, our curthly existence 
springs Into budding life, hàs its short 
season of glorious maturity, and then 
fades and falls with a rapidity that 
startles us. Joseph Cook seems to 
stretch mau's earthly lite out almost 
endlessly, “Man’s life,” said’ he, 
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mowa down the goiden grain in order 


we may live our threescore years and] that the woodman parsing the night in 


ten, or even fourscore years, how soon 
those years slip away. As the months 
of the spring quickly change them- 
selves into the months of the summer, 
and the months of the summer change 
into the frosts of the autumn, we can 
see our Ifves slipping. away. We can 
see them go as the sands of an hour- 
glass run away before our eyes. God 
puts upon one side of the leaf the snow 
bank and upon the other side of the 
leaf the iceberg of another winter. He 
then says to the embryo of the leaf: 
“You must not begin to sprout before 
the whistling winds of March have 
died away. You must, on the other 
hand, be ready to surrender your life 
before the December storms have 
trampled all the tapestries of the for- 
ests under foot, making the bare trees 
look like the dismantled and ruined 
palaces of a king.” So God says to 
man: “Your garthly life is to be very, 
very short. You are to spend your 
earthly days as the life of a leaf. 
Therefore, what you are to do for me 
and for the world you must do quick- 
ly. Hear ye not in the sighing of the 
autumnal winds the forthcoming sum- 
mons that you must soon fade away 
as the leaf, as the dying autumnal 
leaf?“ 

A Symbol of Earth. 

The fuding autumnal leaf, the sym- 
bol of the passing away of the human 
generations! Can you vot see it? Can 
you not feel it? To me ft is the most 
startling symbol of earth, for, as I go 
out in the autumn and look off upon | 
the hillsides and see the vineyards with 
thelr dying leaves, the most over- 
whelming fact that forces itself upon 
me is the rapidity with which genera- 
tlons go. Aye, the members of the gen- 
eration which preceded us as well as 
many members of our own generation 
seem to have disappeared as the mists 
at the sunrising, as the dewdrops are 
kissed off the lips of the leaves, as the 
tears on the cheek of a little child are 
wiped away by a sympathetic mother. 
Wandering up and down the world, we 
think of all the friends we have on the 
other side of the grave. Then we seem 
to feel that the great character of the 
“Wandering Jew,” created by Eugene 
Sue, Is not an absurdity, for every- 
where we go and everywhere we turn 
we hear the volces of the dead, crying: 
“I nm gone! I am gone! Tam goue! 
I have faded away as the leaf—as the 
dying lenf!” 

Oh, the rapidity with which the hu- 
man family pass away! Some time 
ago I picked up a bound annual vol- 
ume of a weekly periodical I took for 
some years. This volume recorded a 
political campaign of some twenty 
years ago. As I turned over the leaves 
and saw the faces of the prominent 
men of that day I involuntarily ex- 
claimed on turning over each of the 


pictures: Dend! Dead! Dead! Dead! ment to grow and do thelr work. 


Dead! Dend!“ So, speaking today of 
the dead, the multitudes of our depart- 
ed loved ones seem to pass before us. 
Thqre are scores and hundreds of 
them. As the autumnal leaves fall, s0 
they died. Whatever we are to do for 
God we must do quickly, for we all do 
fade nway as the leaf. We are dying 
as the autumnal leaves. 

But, though the span of life may be 
very short as a whole, yet, after all, 
when death comes to most of us, It will 
come as to the leaf, gradually. Death, 
as n rule, does not spring out upon his 
victims suddenly. Like a loved friend 


traveling abroad, he sends message aft- 


er message that he ls coming. He 
sends notice after notice. He sends 
word to you just the same as the sol- 
diers fighting in the United States ar- 


my during the civil war sent mæ- | 


sages to their children at home. At 
night the mother used to read those 
letters to her bables. Then she would 
say: “Papa is coming. 
papa is going to come.” Then when 
the surrender at Appomattox came the 
mother sung a new song. “Now, chil- 
dren,” sald she, “papa will soon be 
here.” Then came the preparation for 
mecting the train. Then came the ex- 
pected parent. Death comes to most 
not as n thief in the night. As a rule, 
death comea to us ns he comes to a 
leaf, gradually, very gradually. 
Death Comes Gradually. 

Did I say death Is coming to you 
gradvally? Oh, yes, he has sent mes- | 
sage after message to notify you of his 
early arrival. The first message came 
to you when you were about twenty 
years of age. You had a fearful at- 
tack of pneumonia, For days and 
days they thought you could not get 
well. You recovered partially, but 
your lungs since then bave never been 
strong. Every winter you catch a cold. 
Each year the cough Is harder to get 
rid of. Or years ago when a child you 
had an attack of dreaded diphtheria. 
The nurse let us sit us too soon, and 
the strain was too great upon the 
heart. It left it wenk. For years you 
did not mind, but now the old trouble 
has come back. Or the message came 
to you that death was on his way to 
your home in falling eyesight. You 
have to put on glasses now when you 
rend the Bible or the evening paper. 
Or you cnn bear his footsteps in your 
dulled hearing. You find out that peo- 
ple do not talk as loud as they used 
to do, You keep asking them the irri- 
tating question, “Why do you not 
penk mope distinctly than you do?" 
Or It came to you Inst week In n star- 
tling way. You had your picture taken 
to please the children. When the pho- 
tograph came home you were shocked. 
Why, when you placed that picture 
alongside of the last photograph of 
your father and mother you found that 
you looked just as old as they were 
when they died. Yes, like tho leaf, an 
average man dies gradually. He be- 
gins to die first at the extremities. His 
hair whitens. His skin wrinkles. His 
hand trembles. The once steady beat 
of the heart becomes unsteady. The 
windows of his eyesight are bedimmed. 
He has a pain at the base of the brain 
because the circulation is poor. God 
gives to almost every man thousands 
of warnings instead of one warning 
that he is fading away as the leaf, as 
the autumnal leaf, 

Is not the figure of the leaf dying 
gradually the symbol of the average 
man’s death? Of course some leaves 
do meet a violent and a quick death, 
an nearly all wild beasts in their na- 
tive haunts end thelr lives by a sud- 
den tragedy. A mischievous squirrel 


tlie forest maf, have a soft couch to 
' Blech upon at the foot of some giant 
oak. The snilen bligsard, sulking be- 
, hind an arctic Iceberg, may decide. to 
make spring journey back to the 
place where it had tried in vain to bat- 
ter down the doors of a summer cot- 
tage during the past wipter months 
and in one night destroy all the sprout- 
ing leaves. forest fire may allow 
the finmes to feed upon the tender foll- 
age which bas, been exposed by nature 
for a few weeks to be colored by the 
light of the ghn. Some men in their 
youth or in strong middle age in full 
health may be struck down by some 
; accident or contagious disease as quick- 
ly as a soldier upon a battlefield may 
have a bullet pierce his heart and in- 
stantly drop dend. And some men may 
instantly exterminate their lives by the 
evil effects of sin. 
Man Dies as the Leaf. 

But, after all, most lea ves do not die 
a.apdgen death. They live on through 
the spring. They live on through the 
summer. They live until the cold of 
oncoming winter makes dormant the 
wonderful forces which give life to the 
tree. They die as gradually as the 
summer days slip into the fall days; 
ns gradually as the ebbing tide, each 
wave of which is a little lower down 
the beach than the preceding wave; as 
gradually as the twillght slowly grows | 
dimmer; as gradually as the echoes in 

le mountain ravine become softer and 
softer. Man dies as the leaf, gradual- 
ly. It is sickness after sickness. It 
is fewer walks, less work, less physical 
energy. It is a gradual benumbment 
of the mental and physical faculties. 
You know you are not as strong as 
you used to be. What is the matter? | 
We are nll fading away as the leaf, as 
the autumnal leaf. 

But this autumn day, as the leaves 
nre everywhere falling from the trees, 
I know God has a purpose in their 
centh ns well as In their life. One rea- 
son why God every fall strips the trees 
of their leaves Is that the next year 
the forests may be robed with another 
covering of green. And one. reason | 
why God makes one generation of hu- 
man beings pass nway from earth is 
that another generation may be born 
and live and have the opportunity to 
do the work which is necessary for 
them to do and then pass on to the 
eternal life beyond the grave, as past 
generntions have done and as we must 
do. 

Did you ever stop to consider from 
an earthly stundpoint the blessings of 
death as well as the blessings of life? 
Every year In order to make the fruit 
trees and vineyards bear well the 
farmer with his pruning hook has to 
go among them and ruthlessly destroy 
hundreds of buds in order that the 
other buds muy have enough nourish- 
In 
order that the human race may be 
strong and physically well God has to | 
keep his pruning hook busy or else 
this old earth would soon be over- 
populated, nnd there would not be 
room for man to live by the side of 
man. “So great are the possibilities 
of growth,” said the old sage, Benja- 
min Franklin, “that the productiveness 
of the vegetable and animal life is in- 
concelvable und almost without limit.” 
By the Malthusian doctrine we learn 
that if death did not destroy one gen- 
eration almost as soon as it was born 
the world would soon be an Impossible 
place for human residence. By that 
Malthusian doctrine if there was no 
death the human race would double 
itself every twenty-five years. In the 
United States there are today over 
70.000.000 people. In twenty-five years 
from now there would be 140.000.000. 
In fifty years from now there would 
be 280,000,000 people. In seventy-five 


Yes, some day | years from now there would be 560,- 


000,000 and In a hundred years 1,120,- 
000,000 people. Thus the race would 
keep on doubling and redowbling until 
at last man ap a cannibal might be 
driven to feed upon man, as the earth, 
with all its productiveness, would be 
incapnble ultimately of supporting 
such multitudes. 
Span of Life Is Short, 

The spin of human life on earth fs 
very short. yet Uke that of the leaf 
God does not permit man's life, short 
as it Is, to end until his work has been 
fully accomplished. The Bible tells 
us that man's enrthly “days are as 
grass, as the flower of the fleld, so he 
flourizheth. For the wind passeth over 
it aud it is gone and the place thereof 
shall know it no more.” But, though 
the life of the grass or the leaf may be 
short as that of an Insect, yet its life is 
absolutely vital to this country. Once 
destroy the vegetation of a land and 
you turn that land into a Sahara. 
Leaves suck In the moisture. They are 


reservoirs for water. They decide 
whether a country is to be fertile or 
not. Once destroy the forest with its 
leu ves and the orchards with their 
leaves and you, change the whole at- 
mospheric condition of the country, as 
parts of Spain and Portugal have been 
robbed of all moisture by the destruc- 
tion of the leaves. Thus each genera- 
tion's spiritual life is absolutely neces- 
sary to be matured and developed for 
the spiritual life of the generation 
which is to follow. Your spiritual life 
decides what la to be the spiritual life 
of your children aud your children's 
ehlldren. 

Would that our spiritual Ute might 
not only be a saving gospel for our- 
selves, but also for those who are to 
come after us. There is a beautiful 
story told of Ulysses; the most famous 
of all Homeric heroes, who won his 
greatest victory when he overcame the 
fiendish power of the sorceress by the 
influence of a few leaves, Circe lived 
in a beautiful palace upon a certain is- 
land. There as a beautſtul enchant- 
ress, surrounded by her maidens, she 
welcomed the travelers who landed up- 
on her shores. She banqueted and fet- 
ed them. At the end of the feast, 
however, sbe would arise, wave over 
the assemblage ber magic wand, and 

| her guests would be changed into re- 
| pulsive four footed beasts, who would 
be driven by the attendant out to the 
awine troughs. After Ulysses’ fellow 
voyagers had beén thus metamorphos- 
ed the hero went to thelr reecue. In 
his band he held the fabulous herb 
which was given to him by the god 
Hermes, Never for an jnstant did he

his was a heathen poet’s idea of 
the power of evil being overcome by 
the mighty and supernal power of a 
few leaves given to his hero by a 
heathen god. Cannot we use today our 
lives as the symbol of healing leaves? 
Cannot we feel that we by the grace of 
God can absorb into ourselves the heal- 
ing power of the gospel? Then cannot 
we further believe that the healing 
ami saving power of the gospel which 
we have recelved from Christ we can 
impart to those dear ones who draw 
their earthly life from our life? As 
we have been saved by the blood of 
Christ, cannot we offer that atoning 
blood to those who love us and who 
are dependent upon us for temporal as 
well as spiritual life? 

But, though a fading leaf is a dying 
leaf, yet after all its last days ought 
to be its most resplendent days. Is 
the leaf ever so beautiful as when it 
has the hectic flush of death upon its 
cheek? Is it ever so beautiful as when 
we rub our fingers over its yellow fore- 
head, when, like a corpse still warm, 
it is torn off an overhanging branch 
and tumbles gently this way and that 
into our waiting laps? 

And is there a time in all his earthly 
career when a Christian's life is so 
beautiful as after the autumnal frosts 
of the tomb have touched his cheek? 
Then the physical force of the life may 
be gone. He mny not have the strength 
he once had, but in his eye there will 
come n softer look, in the touch of his 
hand there will come a gentler sym- 
pathy, in the sound of his voice there 
will be n holier prayer, in the move: 
ment of his heart there will be a gen- 
tler yearning. Thus the aged Christian, 
like the Inst leaf left upon the tree 
branch, may seem to be alone as all 
the leaves of his generation have fallen, 
yet people will love him for his noble 
life, mellowed by many a stinging 
frost. They will love him for what 
he has been, for what he is, and for 
what he is to be. Oh, my denr friends, 
by the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
as n Christian, your last days on earth 
may become your best days. Would 
you not have them a foretaste of the 
best of all days, which shall come to 
all of Christ's dear ones in heaven?

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INDIANS AND THE ARMY. 


The Old Time Officers Were the Rede 
askiya’ Best Friends. 

“The best friend the Indian ever had 
was the old time regular army officer,” 
sald T. P. Moutgomery, a cattle raiser 
of Miles City, Mont., the other day, 
“dnd incidentally the best friend the 
young cub officer just out of West 
Point ever had was the old time In- 
dlan. I have lived in Montana, Nebras- 
ka and Idaho practically all my life, 
and I saw and took part in many of 
the Indian campaigns of twenty and 
thirty years ago. During the Indian 
wars I saw hundreds of things to prove 
to me the bonds of friendship existing 
beween the boy officer and the wily old 
Indian even when the lutter was on 
the warpath. 

In the summer of 1876, about the 
time of Custer and the Little Big Horn, 
l was in Montana, The Cheyenne Sioux 
were giving the settlers trouble, and 
two troops of cavalry bad been sent 
after them and were encamped on 
what is now my own ranch, The old 
officers at that time had a habit of 
sending out a lieutenant with three or 
four men on scouting expeditions. . 

“The young fellows just out of the 
Point would galllvant around the coun- 
try, running down Indians and half 
the time not succeeding very well. 
During this Cheyenne outbreak this 
plan was followed, and a merciful 
Providence alone knows how near to 
death some of these young army fel- 
lows came. 

“One. old Indian told me afterward 
that he and a party of his scouts were 
in hiding one afternoon when a lieu- 
tenant and three privates rode by look 
ing for them and less than twenty 
yards from where ‘the Indians were 
hidden. Did the Indians shoot? Of 
course not. They knew the young lleu- 
tenant, had probably swapped tobacco 
with him, and they allowed him to 
pass by unharmed. 

“You will find In the west today that 
practically no prejudice exists against 
the Indian on the part of the old army 
officer—the officer who fought Indians 
on the plains in the sixties and seven- 
tles, when fighting was real fighting. 
Many of the officers, strange as it may 
seem, were adopted into the various 
Indian tribes, against some of which 
they were afterward compelled to 
fight.”—Washington Post.

Methods In Politics And Wins 
‘By Over 100,000. ' 


Publicity and a real issne,’’ that 
is William L. Douglas’ laconic expla- 
nation of his phenomenal victory in 
being elected the Democratic Gover- 
nor of Massachusetes yesterday, with 
Roosevelt carrying the State 80,000. 

Such a freak of politica is unparal- 
leled in old Massachusetts. Mr. 
Douglas was not merely elected—he 
won by a plurality about five times 
as large as any Democratic and sec- 
ond in size to the plurality of any 
Republican candidate for governor in 
the history of the State. And to em- 
phasize and isolate his victory, he 
was the only Democrat to win, all the 
Republicans from Lieut. Gov. Curtis 
Guild down getting the normal vote. 

Already Mr. Douglas is being nom- 
inated for President in 1908, and hail- 
ed as the newly raised Moses, who in 
to lead the Democratic hosts in a war 
on the trusts next time. His victory 
has given a terrible jar to the Lodge 
machine, and is being interpreted as 
an ominous warning to the Stan. l- 
patters. 

It was a sign board and newspaper 
victory. Every sign board in the 
State and-évery newspaper made his 
war cry of''Reciprocity—no protec- 
tion to the trusts’' as familiar as the 
wood cuts of him in the advertise- 
ments. They carried the story of his 
humble early life as a shoe pegger, a 
doffer boy, a driver of a prairie 
schooner, finally a modest shoemaker 
and at last a millionaire manufacturer 
to every corner and crossroads. Post- 
er and newspaper saturated the public 
with Douglas and hjs iden. 

The next governor of Massachusetts 
is a self made business man, with all 
the marks of his successful kind. He 
moves rapidly and speaks decisively. 
He is medium framed, neither large 
nor tall, oval faced, gray, bald, his 
head high in the crown and he wears 
a stiff, bristly mustache. 


The Issue Defined. 


“I was elected, said he, because 
I made my fight upon a single live, 
human issue which reached straight 
into the intimate, everyday affairs of 
men and women — becnuse of that is- 
suo und a penerous uso of ‘publicity. 
Advertising had made my business 
pay, and I used it tothe limit in 
arousing and directing the sentiment 
which I knew to be widespread on the 
subject which was our chief issue 
reciprocity aud tariff relief. 

The central committee ran the 
campaign—we ran the advertising 
down at Brockton. From the outset 
my idea was to keep our fight and our 
issue right before the people—to keep 
just a little more in the public view 
than the Republican candidate. 

“To put your picture in the news- 
papers labelled Vote for John Smith!’ 
is money wasted. You've got to tell 
why. We made our advertising pay. 
We put a poster on every blank wall 
in the State with my picture in colors 
in the center and scenes depicting the 
episodes of my lite from the time I 
started as shoe pegger, at 7, to the 
present. We had that printed in all 
the newspapers. Every paper printed 
the story of my life with the history 
of our fight.

for seven pieces of road in Allegany 
county and for two pieces in Harford 
county have been completed under the 
supervision of the Highway Division 
of the Maryland Geological Survey; 
and thé surveying of four miles of 
road in Washington county, from Clear 
spring to Conococheague River. 
which is now in progress, will be fol- 
lowed at the earliest possible date by 
the surveys of threo important roads 
in Prince George county. 

In order to obtain the road surveys, 
specifications and estimates frec uf cost, 
the connties are endeavoring to file 
their applications before the first of 
the next year. Wherever this is not 
done, one half the cost of the surveys, 
secifications and estimates must be 
paid by the counties themselves. 

Caroline and Dorchester counties 
now also come to the front in their 
determination to give the road ques- 
tion a thorough consideration. As 
the best means of effecting this, large 
public meetings of the county residents 
will be held in Cambridge and Den- 
ton in the next two weeks, when the 
County Commissioners will be present 
and a full discussion upon the matter 
will be thrown open. 

Besides the surveying for State roads 
there has been some excellent road 
work accomplished with private means 
in Harford county, where the con- 
struction of the Churchville, Huvre 
de Grace and the Forest Hill roads are 
progressing steadily under the provis- 
ions of the Woolsey good roads fund.

in Wicomico county was taken up and 
settled Tuesday by the County Com- 
missioners. Eight petitions from differ- 
ent parts of the county fo: one mile 
each had been filed but from lack of 
funds but four of these could be grant- 
ed. The Middle Neck road, the Snow 
Hill road, the Nanticoke road and the 
Powellville road, were selected, each 
mile to begin at the end of the present 
shell road. 

At the recent meeting of the tax- 


payers of the connty held in Salisbury 


it was decided to accept the conditional 
appropriation of the State made by the 
lagt Legislature. Notice was then 
given that petitions from the different 
sections of the county that wanted new 
roads and were willing to pay ten per 
cent of the gost of their mile, would 
be received by the Commissioners un- 
til November 15. It was remarked and 
no one thought at that time that there 
would be more potitions received than 
could be granted. But notwithstand- 
ing this, $40,000 worth of new road 
calling for twice as much money as 
the county has at its disposal this year 
for the purpose, has been asked for. 
The other petitions will be taken up 
next year and be given precedence 
over others that may come in after- 
wards, 

The citizens of Wicomico county are 
fully alive to the needs of good roads 
and are willing to pay any reasonable 
cost to get them, which fact is very 
gratifying to the County Commission- 
ers and others substantially interested. 
- The press from other sections are 
taking notice of her move in the good 
roads direction and are holding her up 
as an example to the other counties in 
the State. 

The material for the roads has not 
as yet been decided upon but each new 
mile will likely be built of some good 
macadam and cost about $5,000. The 
work will be given out by contract to 
the lowest bidder. The Clerk was or- 
dered to notify the petitioners to file 
bonds agreeing to pay their ten per 
cent of the cost of their mile by No- 
vember 22. 


Method of Procedure. 


The County Commissioners of a 
county petition the State Commission 
for aid to build a certain piece of road. 
If it is found upon examination by 
the Commission that the road in 
question is one of general public con- 
venience and a proper one to construct, 
an estimate of the cost of the improve- 
ment is made, together with plans, 
specifications, etc., for doing the work. 
This is undertaken by the County 
Commissioners either by contract or 
if the prices for doing it in this man- 
ner are considered too high, then in 
other ways that they may deem best. 


Property Owners Rights. 


lu the event that the County Com- 
missioners fail to petition for state aid 
under this law it is provided that the 
owners of two thirds of the lands bind- 
ing upon any public road or section of 
road, not less than a mile long, can 
compel the County Commissioners to 
petition for the construction of the 
piece of road provided that the owners 
petitioning have paid or pledged ten 
per cent of the work. Those who have 
paid or have. pledged to pay ten per 
cent of the cost cannot, however, com- 
pel any other property holders along 
tho road to bear any of the cost. The 
work then procecds as already, described 
exvept that the County Commissioners 
cannot be compelled by this payment 
of ten per cent by property holders to 
contract for work to an amount great- 
er than one fourth of tlie road levy of 
the county. 

Any expense due to tho payment for 
land that may be necessary to secure a 
proper location for the road or any 
damages that may arise through the 
construction of the road will not be 
paid by the state. 


State to Pay One Half of the Gost. 


After the work is done according to 
the specifications and the State Com- 
mission has so certified to the Comp- 
troller, then one half of the cost of 
constructing the road will be paid by 

| the state to the county building the 
| road; but in no cage is the amount paid 
vy the state to exceed one half of the 
cost as shown by the estimate of the 
cost of the work as at first made by 
the Commission.

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Talmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles; Cal., Nov. 13.—To that 
class of nominal Christians who are 
hearers, but not doers, and who pin 
their faith upon their religious ances- 
try or thelr favorable environment in- 
stead of “getting right with God” per- 
sonally, this sermon will come as an 
arousing call. The text is Matthew 
xxv, 8, “Give us of your oll, for our 
lamps are gone out.” 

All men may be broadly divided into 
two classes, There are some on the 
border line, belonging not altogether 
to the one class or the other, having 
characteristics of each, but, the great 
mass may be separated into two groups 
—the workers and the idlers. The one 
class includes the tollers, the pullers, 
the diggers, the grinders, the climbers. 
They are striving to succeed in a no- 
ble, honest way. They do not mean 
to be social parasites. They want a 
share of the good things of life, but 
they do not expect to receive them as a 
gift, but to pay for them by honest 
work. They hope for promotion, and 
they strive to merit it by seeking to 
muke themselves worthy of it. They 
study and toil to develop themselves, 
so that when the opportunity comes 
they will be ready to take advantage 
of it. Though they may be in obscure 
positions they do their work well, and 
when the call comes to go higher they 
are prepared by long years of hard 
work to perform the duties of the high- 
er position. 

“Why do you study so hard?” a Yale 
classmate asked one day of John C. 
Calhoun, the South Carolina student, 
who was his roommate. “You are now 
the lending student in the college. No 
man can successfully compete with 
you in any study.” “Ob,” answered 
the young man, “I am not working for 
leadership in a college town. I am 
working to be a leader in the nation.” 
“What, Calhoun—do you expect to be 
a great statesman in Washington?” 
“If 1 did not expect to go to congress 
within six years,” answered Calhoun, 
“I would pack up my books at once 
and leave Yale tomorrow. I feel 80 
sure of going to congress that I be- 
grudge every wasted minute. I must 
prepare myself by unceasing labor to 
meet the nation’s leaders lu the arena 
of debate.” John C. Calhoun wanted 
to win success. He did more than that.

should come, ns come it did, and as it 
nearly always will come to those who 
are conscientious in preparatory work. 


No Short Road to Success. 

The second class Is comprised of men 
who want to win success by a minl- 
mum of labor. They hate drudgery; 
they hope to succeed by some lucky 
scheme. These are the men who, go- 
ing on a foreign tour, expect to learn 
French or German in five weeks; they 
hope to marry a rich wife and have an 
easy time living on the savings of their 
wife's father; they prepare to conduct 
the business of their fathers, not by 
beginning. as he did, at the lowest rung 
of the ladder, but by taking a six 
months’ course in a business college or 
by becoming their fathers’ nominal 
private secretaries, During their easy 
apprenticeship they would spend three 
days out of every week playing-golf 
and at least five nights out of every 
seven in ballroom, at theater party or 
in clubhouse dissipations. The little 
time they play at business is when 
they ure not working at play. These 
people represent failure. For as an old 
writer once said, “People who never 
do any more work than they are paid 
for, never get paid for any more than 
they do.” ‘These people always want 
to succeed with a minimum of work.

It was to warn people 
of the futility of such lives that Christ 
spoke the parable of the ten virgins. 
Five of them, he sald, were foolish, 
self indulgent and heedless of the ob- 

| gations of the spiritual life. He is 
not here denouncing criminals or vi- 
cious people, These virgins were nom- 
inally Christians, not the murderers 
ond robbers who Infested the lonely 
rounds of Palestine, ready to waylay 
the traveler; not the openly Immoral, 
like the Magdalene or the woman of 
Samaria, but the people wis, as an old 
commentator has sald, make a “pro- 
fession of the gospel and act in such 
a manner os to give real Christians a 
favorable Jmpression of them and so 
gain admittance into their midst.” He 
is alluding to Christians In name only, 
who outwardly appear all right and 
yet have not the true Inward consecra- 
tion of heart nnd who expect therefore 
to go to heaven upon borrowed spir- 
{tual capital, 
The Spiritual Mendicanta. 

These spiritual mendicants of my 
text are, in the first place, the men and 
women indifferent to the command- 
ments of Jesus Christ, who expect to 
ultimately reach heaven on account of 


the consecration of a Christian ances- 
try. They ure not bad men as the 
world looks upon bad men, They have 
been rocked Ju Christian cradles, They 
have been reared in Christian nurs- 
erles. nud Christian Sunday schools. 
During thelr boyhood days they have 
knelt at Christlin altars and sat in 
Christian pews. But as far as their 
own lives have been concerned they 
have no Christian experience and have 
never openly confessed Jesus Christ as 
thelr Baviour, They have never done 
anything to show their devotion to 

as consecrated disciples of Christ.

lifelong consecration if they had any 
power to take you there. But the difi- 
culty is that your father’s and moth- 
er's spiritual power is limited. From 
the time you were born your parents 
lived entirely for you and your broth- 
ers and sisters. Every pleasure and 
every indulgence they had they shared 
with you. 

But there is one blessing your moth- 
er and father have that they cannot 
divide with their children. They can- 
not divide with you their oll of spirit- 
ual life. They could lead you to the 
rock of Calvary, where, in the blood of 
Jesus, you might see how your sins 
miglit be cleansed, but you must your- 
self seek an Interest in his atonement. 
They could tell you of the Holy Spirit, 
whose illumination could scatter your 
spiritual durkness, but the oll of his 
divine Influence you must implore for 
yourself. They could compel you as 
a child to go and sit in the church pew, 
but they could not compel you to re- 
ceive Christ as your Saviour. That is | 
a matter simply between you and Je- 
sus. They could introduce Christ to 
you as their very best friend, but they 
could not force you to make their 
friend Jesus your friend. He will never 
become a part of your life unless yqu 
yourself open to him the holy of holies 
of your heart to let him In, Neither 
will Christ receive you as one of his 
own unless you truly come to him with 
the countersign of the cross, 


Borrowed Spiritual 011. 

And yet many people expect ulti- 
mately to reach heaven on account of 
the borrowed spiritual oll of n con- 
gecrated Christian ancestry.. “Oh,” 
said n minister's daughter to me some 
time ago, “I know I am not living as 
I ought, but I am all right. I have no 
fear about the future, I have made 
my husband promise to bury me at the 
foot of my father’s grave. When the 
archangels trumpet sounds and we all 
come up I am gog to cling to my fa- 
ther'n hand. I know Christ will let me 
in if I am by bis side. I know It, be- 
cause my father was such a good man. 
L know Christ would not refuse my 
father anything.” She sald this half 
in jest and half in earnest. Many of 
us hu ve the same hope and say the 
same things, not half in jest, but in 
dead earnest.. No, my friends, when 
the Bridegroom cometh on that great 
day of resurrection your father and 
mother will have no spiritual oll to 
spare. Then we cannot follow the Dl- 
vine Bridegroom with our parents’ spir- 
{tual light. We must have our owm 
lighted oil to become part of the wed- 
ding procession of the redeemed or for- 
ever stny out of Christ's banquet hall, 
enveloped by the impenetrable and 
crushing darkness of the eternal night. 

These five foolish virgins represent 
another class. They represent the 
nominal church members. They repre- 
sent the men and women who look up- 
on church membership as a kind of 
fetich. We read that during the dark 
ages the Catholic devotees used to buy 
“plenary indulgences,” which would 
absolve them from their future sins, 
which they were about to commit in- 
tentionnlly. So some people who are 
nominal church members seem to think 
that they can lie and steal and cheat 
and commit all the forbidden sing of 
the Deenlogue if they are only church 
members in good standing. They seem 
to think that the crucial essential of 
Christinnity is n perfection of creed 
for the head and not absolute conse- 
cration for the heart. They seem to 
think that they enn walk hand In hand 
with sin and continue to so walk if 
they can only repeat this sentence as 
they go: “I belleve In Jesus. I belleve 
in Jesus, Yes, I belleve in Jesus.” 
Now, Christ, by the parable of my 
text, Says that a mere mental faith in 
him, unaccompanied by a surrender of 
the heart and life, is not faith at all. 
The faith that saves is a faith that 
transforms the life, a falth that takes 
complete control of a man, The nomli- 
nal church members must have con- 
secration of heart and pure life as 
well ns a perfect gospel creed, I be- 
lleve that Christ's fuller teachings af- 
firm that he is more willing to forgive 
the sins of an out and out enemy who 
once binsphemed him, but repents of 
his sin, than he ls willing to forgive 
a Judas, who never dented him public- 
ly, but who In private life betrays him 
with n kiss. e 


Christ's Forgiveness of Peter. 
How about Peter? Did not Christ 
gindly forgive him his three denials 
when Peter repented after the cock 
crowed? The most powerful pulpit 
deacription of nny Bible scene I ever 
read or heard was that delivered by 
Joseph Parker of “Peter's Three De- 
nials.” In the first place, the great 
preacher described the scene of Judas, 
hypocriticn! Judas, stealthily approach- 
ing Christ and planting a betraying 
kiss upon the Suvlour's cheek, Then 
came the tramp of the Roman soldiers. 
Then the lines were formed as the 
orlxoner was being marched back to the 


capital. In olden times, as now, when 
a man is arrested the crowds of curi- 
oity seekers were augmented step by 
step. Veter, when he saw the multi- 
tude, became very much frightened, 
Instend of walking side by side with 
Christ, ns he ought to bave done, he 
followed afar off. When they approach- 
ed the home of Calapbas, the bigh 
priest, Peter came into the house and 
tat down by a tlre and began to warm 
himself un though he had never been 
wlth Christ or seen Christ in bis life. 
While he sat there by the fire a young 
Jewish maiden cawe up and eyed him 
Kharply. Then she tapped him upon 
the shoulder and sald; “Are you not a 
friend of Jesus? ‘Thou also wast with 
Jesus of Nazareth.” But Peter merely 
shrugged his shoulders as he answered, 
“I know not what thou sayest.” Pe- 
ter then gets up and leaves the room 
and goes out upon the porch, When 
he has gone out another Jewish maiden 
touches him upon the shoulder and 
says, “This fellow was also with Jesus 
of Nuszareth.” Then old Joseph Par- 
ker shook his leonine head and let out 
a growl ns be sald, I do not know the 
manu.“ For the Bible pays, “He denied 
‘him with an oath.” Wben the people 
began to crowd about ulm Peter pon 


and restofed him to kis apostleship. 
Christ is magnanimous, He will save 
the worst sinner If he comes to him 
in sin.ere penitence, grieving for his 
gins und entreating pardon. But for 
the man Wo confesses him with his 
lips, but denies him by his life, he has 
no word but “woe, woe unto you hypo- 
erites!“ 

Not unto every one that calleth. 
“Lord, Lord, open unto us,” shall the 
banquet hall of Christ be opened. Not 
unto the nominal church members shall 
the invitation be given to come and 
sup with thie Divine Bridegroom. What 
became of these five foolish virgins 
who had no oll In their lamps? All the 
ten virgins bad the same kind of 
lamps. The creed of man can aptly be 
symbolized in the lamp which holds 
the oll. They all beiteved in the com- 
ing of the Bridegroom. They all be- 
lieved lu Jesus Christ. But the oll of 
consecration, the purity and devotion 
of life were Incking. If belief in Christ 
would suffice, Judas himself might 
have been saved. The belief that has 
no effect on the life in not faith at all 
and can never bring man into spiritual 
relntion with Christ. Oh, nominal 
church members, you must have conse- 
eration of heart as well as perfection 
of creed. You must have spiritual oll 
for your “lumps of faith,” else you can 
never follow the Divine Bridegroom in- 
to the banqttet hall of the marriage of 
the Lamb. j 

These spiritual mendicants of my | 
text represent nnother class of spiritual | 
beggars. ‘They ure the type of men 
nnd women who are not loafers, as we 
call lonfers, or mere hangers on. They 
represent the so called moral and up- 
right people who expect to go to heav- 
en on account of the mere temporal 
good which they have been able to do 
some of their fellow men. They repre- 
sent the large class of people who ex- 
pect to bribe thelr way Into the wed- 
ding banquet because they have given 
to nome town a library or endowed 
rome college professorship or builded 
some hospital or financially helped to 
support some church or foreign mis- 
slonnry. They do not claim that they 
have lived for the purpose of honoring 
Christ nud consecrating their lives to 
his service, but they do say that on 
acconnt of the good they have been 
able to do Christ will invite them to 
join the wedding procession on the 
night that the Bridegroom cometh. 

“None That Doeth Good.” 

In this true? WI l Christ allow any 
one to join the wedding procession who 
comes to him merely with the “lamp 
of good works" In his hand? Oh, no! 
For if we are honest with ourselves 
we know there Is none that doeth 
good—no, not one.“ We know that 
many of the acts for which the world 
praises us we have done with the 
most selfish desires and the most cor- 
rupt motives. Some of them have 
been done to win popular applause, 
some to secure the good opinion of the 
church and the world. For these we 
have received our reward, but Christ 
does not reward them. We know that 
there la not one of us who would like 
the thoughts of our brain and the de- 
sires of our heart to be rend by the 
most Intimate of our friends as an 
open book. I know some people say 
they are proud of thelr past and of 
what they have done. John Churchill, 
the first Duke of Marlborough, when 
a very old man exultantly lived over 
the scenes of his sturdy manhood. 
Day by day his secretary dsed to read 
to him the histories of the military 
campaigns of which Blenheim and 
Ramilies and Oudendrde and Malpa- 
quet battleflelds were the successful 
climaxes, When a particularly bril- 
liant move was described, on which the 
success of the English armies turned 
as upon n pivot, the old duke'n eyes 
would flash ns he raised himself and 
sald: “Wonderful: Wonderful! That 
was a masterly movement. How did I 
ever execute It?’ He would glory in 
and praise his own deeds, even as 
aged Dean Swift would glory in the 
works of his youth when he sald, 
“What genius I must have had when 
wrote that!“ 

As ande of the Sea. 

But, though the Drke of Marlbor- 
ough gloried In the militdry strategy of 
his past life, there is not one of us, 
from a gospel standpoint, who can 
truly glory In the “good works” we 
have done. Our wasted opportunities 
are as the sands of the sea. The good 
deeds we might have done and which 
we have left undone completely over- 
shadow the little good we have been 
able to do. No, no. No man can light 


his way to the weddibg banquet hall 
with the empty lamp of “good works.” 
When the Bridegroom cometh it will 
then be for us as dark'as midnight un- 
less we prepare our spiritual ofl in 
Christ's own way. “Faith without 
works is dead.” “Work without faith,” 
in the sight of the Divine Bridegroom, 
is also as black as the tomb. If we 
find our gospel mendicants among 
those who are depending upon their 
mothers’ and fathers’ consecration we 
also find them among those who would 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ as 
a fetich and those who are depending 
entirely upon thelr “good works.” 

I think, however, that the majority 
of spiritual beggars can be found and 
always will be found among those who 
expect some day to ¢onsecrate thelr 
lives to Jesus Christ, but keep putting 
off the acceptance week by week and 
day by day and hour by hour until 
suddenly the cry la taken up, “Behold 
the Bridegroom cometh; go ye out to 
meet him,” and they will be called un- 
prepared. I do not believe that all of 
these foolish virgins deliberately in- 
tended to be unprepartd for the com- 
ing of the Bridegroom. They intended 
to go aud get the oll which ts the sym- 
bol of the spiritual life. But they kept 
saying to each other, “Ob, we will go 
tomorrow," or “We will go next week,” 
or “We will go next month, There is 
plenty of time; do not wotry.” 


~ Prepare For Old Age. 

These gospel mendicants can find 
thelr exact symbols {m the financial 
lives of every man and woman who 
live day by day and never provide for 
the future's rainy Gay. I go to you 
and say, Jones, you ovght to look out 
for your financial in and those 


of your family.” Tout mop indie: 
nant. You answer me sharply say: 


“I do not know that you 5224 right |

oor, 


after myself. I am paying my bills 
and owe no man anything.” “I know 
it, Jones,” I reply, “but you are not 
saving anything for the future. Ydu 
are not preparing for future sickness 
or old age or even death, You are liv- 
ing up to every cent of your income. 
If you should die tomorrow your fami- 
ly would not have a cent.” At once 
your face becomes earnest. You say: 
“That is so. I have not a cent laid 
up for the future. Last week my little 
girl found a gray hair in my head, 
and it was a warning for me to pre- 
pare for old age.“ But you go away 
from me, and your new resolve is 
soon forgotten. A couple of years later 
I read in the newspaper that you were 
in a railroad wreck. Your leg was 
crushed and had to.be amputated. Or 
I hear from some one that you are in 
bard financial straits on account of a 
long typhoid sickness. I go to your 
late home and find that you have 
moved. Your house is now a very 
humble one. After calling a short time 
I say, “Well, Jones, how are you get- 
ting along financially?’ Tou hesitate 
a moment. Then you gulp down a big 
lump in your throat as you answer: “I 
have not a cent left. My doctor's bills 
and the loss of my position have swept 
away everything. Alas, I know now 
what you meant when you said, ‘Jones, 
lay up for the future.’ But I did not 
think the ‘rainy day’ would come.so 

That is the figure of my parable. 
The duty that was always being post- 
poned was postponed too long. The 
oll that those foolish virgins should 
have had was not there when it was 
needed. While the Bridegroom tar- 
ried they all slumbered and slept. And 
at midnight there was a cry, “Behold 
the Bridegroom cometh!" That means, 
when the lust ‘call for repentance came, 
it came suddenly. The Bridegroom al- 
ways comes suddenly. Then what hap- 
pened? Why, the five foolish virgins, 
who in the near future expected to 
have the spiritual oll prepared, were 
found without the necessary prepara- 
tlon. Those that were prepared went 
to the wedding. The door was shut. 
Those who were not prepared had to 
stuy out. The five foolish virgins be- 
came spiritual bankrupts forever. Oh. 
my friends, are you and I going to 
make the awful mistake of putting off 
and putting off and putting off the 
day necessary for the consecration of 
our hearts and lives for the coming of 
the Divine Bridegroom? 


Coming of the Bridegroom, 
The coming of the Bridegroom may 
be expected at any moment. The Bl. 
ble distinctly says so. When Christ 
comes as the Bridegroom he will come 
as unexpectedly as a thief in the night 
at a place and at an hour when ue is 
lenst expected. Rev. Dr. Wallace, late 
American consul to Jerusalem, once 
told me that nearly all the American 
Christian residents of the Davidic cap- 
ital were living there in the belief that 
when Christ should first appear upon 
enrth he would be seen standing among 
the Judnean hills, and therefore they 
were there waiting to welcome bim 
But Christ when he comes will appear 
unto us in America as well as though 
we were in Europe or Asia or Africa 
Therefore, like old Robert McCheyne, 
1 ery: “Prepare' Prepare! Prepare 
for the coming of the Redeemer, for 
the Son of Man cometh at an hour 
when ye think not!“ Will you now 
prepare for the most momentous cry 
of the anges: “Behold the Bridegroom 
cometh! Go ye out to meet him?“ 
Will you be prepared so that at his 
glorious coming he can greet you and 
take you Into his banquet house and 
lift over you the banner of love? 
He is faithful that hath promised. an’ 
he'll surely come again; 
He'll keep his tryst wi me, at what hour 
I dinna ken. 
But he bids me still to walt an’ ready 
aye to be

At the present time the secret 
So de of Loth Russia and Japan is 
naturally most active, and it must not 
be forgotten that Japan, too, has made 
use of women to ferret out the inten- 
tions of the Russian government re- 
garding the present war. They are 
not, as a rule, however, Japanese wom— 
en, who are singularly unfitted for the 
delicate task. To meet the Russian 
spy on his or her own ground the 
Japanese have, it is said, secured the 
servic s of some of the cleverest wom- 
eu in Europe, many of them French- 
women, and often their visible means 
of support is acting. Whe Japanese 
police and military sstem has, of 
course, its secret service, but It is not 
nearly so ubiquitous as is the so called 
third section of the Russian police. Yet 
during the last few years there has 
little of importance transpired lu Eu 
rope. affecting the situation in the far 
east of which the Japanese foreign 
office has long been ignorant. 

During the early part of last winter, 
when the relations between Russia 
and Japan were becoming more strain- 
ed with each successive day, St. Peters- | 
burg society discovered there were sev- 

eral very beautiful Parisicnnes in the 
city. They were not only very benutl- 
ful, but charming, and most of thein | 
fell In love with young officers of rank.

To Accompany Opening Of 
$ institution. 


It has been decided by the directors 
of the Peninsula Genéral Hospital, 
that the new hospital so generously do- 
na by Congressman W. H. Jackson 
will be opened for reception of patients 
not later than Christmas week. 

A Training School for Nurses will 
be established and the committee in 
charge of this department reports that 
the school will be ready to open with 
the hospital. 

A special prorgam will be arranged 
for the opening of the institution, and 
many prominent physicians and public 
men will be present. 

The building which was given by 
Congressman Jackson, will cost when 
completed in the neighberhood ‘of. 
$60,000, and the equipment will be one 
of the very best in the State. The 
building is heated by steam aud light- 
ed by electricity and will accommodate 
about 50 persons. President William 
P. Jackson, of the board has donated 
the furnishings for the hospital, which 
will cost about $4,000. Mr. Walter B. 
Miller has given $500 ambulance to 
the hospital. 

A full and complete steam laundry 
plant will be erected near the hospital 
which will be of such proportion as 
to be able to easily accommodate all 
the work of tle hospital. When the 
buildings and grounds are completed 
and the institution is formally opened 
to the public, Salisbury will have one 
of the finest hospitals in the State and 
a gift from one of her sons to be proud 
of. 

Now that the hospital will soon be 
ready for the recoption of patients, it 
is the hope of the directors that some 
of our charitable citizens will come 
forward and give tho institution a sub- 
stantial endowment. Two of the pri- 
vate rooms will be left unfurnished in 
the hope that some one will wish to 
equip these rooms as memoriale. The 
public will also be given an opportun- 
ity to help in grading the grounds, 
which will cost a considerable sum.

The letter was dated from Havre de 
Grace and was signed by Mr. Vandiver 
as a private citizen. Mr. John Bay- 
Liss, a clerk in Mr. Vandiver's office 
brought the document over to the Ex- 
ecutive Chamber and handed it to the 
Governor. His Excellency looked at 
it aud with a merry twinkle in his eye 
said: ‘‘Thank you, sir; tell the Gen- 
eral I will attend to this matter.“ 


The Governor’s Reply. 


After reading the letter the Gover- 
nor made the following reply:

My Dear Sir—In reply to your

Postal Card Drafts. 

And so it.remained for an Austrian 
to render postal cards of a most ac- 
ceptable service.

Sums under $2.50 can be transmitted 
to any part of the Austrian empire. 
The sender affixes stamps to the card 
to the required amount, plus the ordi- 
nary postage and a trifle for commis- 
sion. This card can be changed into 
cash at any postoffice, or, if so in- 
structed, the postman who delivers it 
will also at the same time band over 
its money value, 

This idea of using the postal card as 
a draft is the essence of practicality. I 
have been wondering how to send 50 
cents in cash to the publisher of a lit- 
tle periodical who needs the money. 
By this device I could stick 50 cents’ 
worth of stamps on the back of a card, 
with a cent extra for the government's

Arizona; all of Nevada, all of Utah and 
the whole of Califortiia. We know that 
Russin, trying to steal Manchuria, and 
Turkey, in her massicte of the Arme- 
nians, have been outrageously wicked. 
We know that Spain, in her cruelties 
toward Cuba and the Philippines, and 
the United States government, in its 
cruel treatment of the North American 
‘Indians, have done wrong. But though 
our modern governments in some of 
their dealings with the weaker nations 
and with their own weaker subjects 
may have been sinfully culpable the 
present governments are as far nhead 
of the ancient governments in right- 
eousness and justice as the brightness 
of midnoon ls ahead of the darkness of 
midnight. 
England’s Ways Versus Rome's, 
Compare the conquests of our day 
with the conquests of ancient times. 
Like the eagles of ancient Rome, the 
British standard has been unfurled in 
every clime. It waves over an empire 
grenter than Rome ever dominated. 
What does England do when she con- 
quers a country? Study her treatment 
of India. She Immediately stamped out 
in India the horrors of infanticide and 
suttee. She immediately made the 
home safe nud compelled man to re- 
spect the liberties of man. She gives 
to her subjects of every land she rules 
civil and religious liberty. She makes 
it possible for every man to worship 
God in bis own way. What England 
has done for India and her other colo- 
nies the United States government is 
doing for Alaska and the Philippines 
and Porto Rico. What did ancient 
Rome do when she conquered a coun- 
try? Did she consider her conquered 
colonies n sacred trust? Did she care 
for thelr rights as carefully as she 
would care for her own people's rights? 
Ob, no. In ancient tinies the law of 
conquest implied the right to enslave 
and oppress the conquered foe. When 
Sciplo Emillanus returned from his 
celebrated Carthnginian wars what 
did he do? He brought back with blim 
60,000 of his late foes whom be had not 
slain upon the field of battle and sold 
them in the common slave markets tō 
be the chattels of the Romans. These 
men who fought for their country's 
liberties now bud to moan and wince 
and beg for mercy under the slave 
master’s lash. When Calus Marius 
made bis triumphal entry in Rome he 
banded over 140,000 Cimbri as spolls 
for the slave markets, Emillus Pau- 
lus’ conquest over the Greeks glutted 
the Roman slave markets with 150,000 
captives of war, while the conquests 
of Pompelus and Caesar gave to Rome 
at least 1,000,000 new slaves. I ask 
you, nre not our modern governments 
in their treatment of fallen foes more 
merciful und just than were the an- 
cient governivents? j 
Ancient Rulers and Their Tyranny. 
Then compare the administration of 
our rulers to that of the ancient rulers 
over their subjects. In ancient times 
the rulers had absolute power of life 
and denth over the inhabitants of their 
kingdoms, as a Roman subject at will 
could slny any one of his slaves and be 
held accountable to no law. We read 
in history how Nero, the Roman em- 
peror, used to revel In cruelty and out- 
rage. No life was safe under the tyran- 
ny of that monster. Any excuse served 
for the gratification of his lust for 
bloodshed. Even his own mother and 
his most faithful adherents fell victims 
to his Insatiable brutality. But we do 
not have to go clear back to the Roman 
era to find the unlimited power over 
life aud death of o subject vested in 
the lin nil of a king or a prince, In 1470, 
only n little over 400 yenrs ago, Mo- 
hammed II., the sultan of Turkey, 
summoned a famous Venetian artist, 
Giovanni by name, to paint the picture 
of himself and his mother. While n 
guest of the Turkish court Glovanni 
painted n p'cture for the sultan enti- 
tled “John the Baptist's Head In a 
Charger.“ Mohammed looked at the 
picture a little while and then said: 
“Artist, I think your picture is wrong.

Calmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 20.—In reply 
to the pessimists, the preacher in this 
sermon turns the brighter side of the 
picture of our national life and shows 
us that we ought to be thankful that 
we are living in times that have under- 
| gone vast improvement since the “good 


old days” of our grandfathers. The 
text is Psalm iv, 6, “There be many 
that say, Who will show us any good?” 

The depreciators, the carpers, the 
fault finders, the calamity howlers, the 
pessimists, who, like the blind fish of 
Kentucky's Mammoth cave, cannot 
see the light of day, have an ancestral 
record as old as the human race. They 
belong especially to no one century or 
generation. Their family connections 
are not limited to the Caucasian race, 
or to the Ethlopian, or to the Malay, 
or to the red skinned American Indian, 
or to the Mongolian, or to the jaun- 
diced faced Chinaman. They are found 
alike in the poor man’s hut and the 
rich man's palace, among the sailors 
on shipboard and the citizens on land. 
Like the Eskimos, they live among 
the arctic icebergs. They thrive well 
in the temperate zone. They bask in 
the boiling heat of the tropics. They 
are found among all social classes of 
all nations of all times. 

Mythology placed a representative of 
the class among the Greek gods on 
Mount Olympus. His name was Mo- 
mus, the god of fault finding and 
mockery. He took pleasure in finding 
fault with men. He found fault with 
the gods themselves. He criticised 
Vulcan because after he had made 
man he did not place u window in his 
breast, so that man's thoughts could 
be seen by the passersby. He de- 
nounced Minerva after she had built 
a house because she did not make the 
house movable. He found fault with 
Neptune because he did not place the 
horns of the beast he had created 
farther forward in his forehead, 80 
that he could fight better. He kept on 
finding fault with everybody and 
everything until at last the gods be- 
came disgusted and drove Momus out 
of heaven, because, sald they, “heaven 
can be no heaven with a chronic fault 
finder around.” 

What the Grecian mythological gods 
said in reference to heaven with a 
Momus in it is literally true. No socl- 
ety on earth can be happy or content- 
ed with a chronic grumbler around. 
And yet, coming up to the glorious cel- 
ebration of our autumnal Thanksgiv- 
ing day of 1004, we find our pessimistic 
Momuses everywhere. This is the 
time when we ought to be making an 


of which these modern calamity howl- 
ers are making a false collection of 
mlsanthrople tements. They are 
also making their Reesimiatic prophe- 
cies.

counted for little in those times. Men 
did not rend or thinks They accepted 
without question the dogmas of the 
leacers of church and state. some of 
whom were men without principle, 
openty Immoral of Ute. Let us thank 
God that we did not live In those 
times. There is still much to he de- 
sired. “We nre still far from Christ's 
ideal, but ns we read of those times of 
spiritual and moral darkness we realize 
how far the church has advanced. 

„Well,“ snys some one, “what is the 
good of going way back to the dark 
ages to find that the church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ is better spiritually 
today than it was in the past? Why 
not try to draw your illustrations a 
little nearer at hand?” The result is 
the same. Conditions in the early part 
of the Inst century were in startling 
contrast to those of today. The minis- 
try in those times was largely made 
up of men who entered it not on high 
spiritual grounds, but as a means of 
making n genteel living. Their service 
was perfunctory and lifeless. Thelr 
moral character was often reprehensi- 
ble. The Lighest pinces were held by 
men of genlus but of Christless lives. 
The clergy of those times were men 
like Denn Swift. of whom it was sald 
that “when he was in the pulpit be 
was so much a saint that he ought not 
to be allowed to go out of it, and when 
he was out of the pulpit his life was 
so evil that he ought not to be allowed 
to enter it.“ With spiritual leaders so 
destitute of the power of Christ, what 
could be expected of the people? 

So Inx were the ideas of the Christian | 
church n hundred years ago that after | 
a presbytery meeting {t was the usual j 
custom for the presbytery to adjourn 
to a nearby tavern, and all the minis- 
ters would there openly drink their in- 
toxlenting liquor the same os the ma- 
jority of the sports of a race track 
would now drink. The assistant pastor 
of my Chicazo church told mecwhen he 
entered the ministry every minister of 
the presbytery which ordained him, 
with the exception of one, publicly 
drank intoxicating liquors. Yet. he 
furthermore stated that within a few 
years he lived to see all the ministers 
of his presbytery total nbstainers and 
out nnd out temperance advocates, with 
but one exception. Among the records 
of a presbytery in the western part of 
Pennsylvania I have been told that one 
church elected one of its members an 
elder because that man on the day of 
the laying of n cornerstone of the 
church furnished a barrel of whisky, 
so that all who enme to the corner- 
stone Inying could drink as much as 
they would.

1 would sooner live in my present 
modest home than in the damp rooms 
where Mary, queen of Scots, had to 
dwell. And as for the habitations of 
my grancfsthers and’ grandmothers, 
they were pluces no living man would 
now put up with for a moment. We 
sentimentally talk about the aniirons 
of the old fashioned fire hearth. Did 
you ever try the luxury of one? Most 
of the rooms of the old farmhouses had 
to be closed in winter, because they 
could never be kept warm. In the 
bedrooms the Ice would freeze in the 
pitchers. In the kitchens our grand- 
fathers would be hugging the fires and 
burning their coat tails on one side of 
them while they were having a whole 
carnival of chills playing hide and seek 
on the other side of their physical anat- 
omles. Then our grandfathers, for the 
moat part, had the pleasure of dressing 
without any woolen underwear next 
to thelr skins. They had the luxury of 
malarial fever, scarlet fever and diph- 
therin, which used to ravage almost 
every house on account of poor water 
and drainage. They had the luxury of 
sitting up in the bouse at night ant 
using a small tallow candle light to 
rend by when they were not too dea 
tired to read. 

As for me; give me less of the poetry 
of old times and let me eat In my hum. 
ble home my three meals n day with 
some other food besides ham, and let 
me ent that food with a fork rather 
than be like Queen Elizabeth, who, 
upon her palace dining floor, made of 
cold stones. had her food placed before 
her on the table, so that she might eat 
the ments with her bare, greasy fin- 
gers. 

But, oh, if the well people, physical- 
ly and mentally, are better off from a 
temporal standpoint in this day than 
they were in our ‘grandfathers’ and 
grawlmothers' times, bow much more 
ougke the sick to be thankful unto him 
who Is the Giver of all good gifts! 
Think of the merciful institutions 
which have been erected for the in- 


galas enlled hospitals! Think of all 
e marvelous wonders which bave 


been discovered or invented by means 
of which pain can be driven away at 
the point of the surgeon's knife or 
cured by the physician's prescription! 
Think of the merciful angel “anaesthe- 
sia,” who comes to the side of the op- 
erating table and lays the soothing 
hand of benumbment upon the twitch- 
ing nerves gnd the agonizing brain! 
Tell me; O sick man, that this is not a 
better time to live in than those times 
in which our grandfathers lived!

You can see 
them any time you go to Massachu- 
setts. Almost without exception the 
men who stood by Samuel Adams and 
James Otis in the struggle for Ameri- 
can liberties were practically unedu- 
cated men. 

But though a hundred or even fifty 
years ago the man who had a liberal 
education was the exception, the man 
of the generation which is to come 
after us who is an uneducated man 
will be the exception. So perfect has 
our public school system become, 80 
multitudinous are the American col- 
leges of today, so prevalent are libra- 
ries everywhere, that an Abraham Lin- 
oln getting an education by a pine 
knot will never again be known in 
American political life. Now every 
boy, every girl, can develop the brain 
to the utmost. Now all our boys and 
girls, by the magnificent system of 
schools which we have, can fit them- 
selves for any line of work that they 
will. Oh, carping pessimist, do you 
not see any blessing today in the fact 
that you can educate your mind so that 
you can dally be the associate of the 
master minds of the centuries? Do 
you not see n blessing in the fact that 
Shakespenre nnd Burns and Scott and 
Irving and Motley and Prescott and 
Gladstone and Webster and Edison and 
Millet and’ Raphael and Angelo and 
Beethoven and Wagner and Thorvald- 
sen can all be invited to your study 
desk any night you will, to paint, or 
sing, or chisel, or preach, or teach for 
you?

Are the Beat Singers, 

“The champion negro cotton picker 
of Texas, who can pull a bale of cot- 
ton from the bolis in two days, must 
be a good eln ger,“ said a man who 
spent bis early life on the farm, “else 
he could not piek that much cotton in 
so short a time. 

“A report from the Waxahachie dis 
trict says his best day's work this 
year was 844 pounds. That's pretty 
good cotton picking. I dare say he 
sung a few lines while he was reaching 
for this record, No negro can pick 
cotton without singing. Whenever you 
see n negro pulling his sack up and 
down cotton rows in silence you can 
bet he is not doing much picking. He 
may get out of the field with 175 or 
maybe 200 pounds, but he will not set 
the world on fire as a picker of the 
staple. 

“Singing is a part of the game, and 
when you find a negro who begins to 
sing and holler as soon as he bends 
over the row you may know thereby 
that you have a good hand. The negro, 
as a rule, works by music. In no other 
line of activity is the fact so noticeable 
as in the cotton patch. Here is where 
the negro must sing if he would meet 
with any satisfactory measure of suc- 
cess. It is no loud, discordant howling 
either. It is music the like of which 
you cannot hear at any other place or 
under any other circumstances, a low, 
soft hum, delicately Intoned, rhythmic, 
mellow, soothing, and all the while the 
negro’s body swings to and fro over 
the cotton row as with his nimble fin- 
gers he pulls the long white locks from 
the boll. 

“I have known a great many cotton 
planters who would not hire a negro 
cotton picker unless he was satisfied 
that the negro sang as he worked. It 
ls a curious thing that pickers of this 
type have more time for the humorous 
bantering and jawing so common 
among this class than the men who 
work in silence. The singing negro 
does not work as hard, as a matter of 
fact, as the silent negro. This is be- 
cause he works more rapidly. The song 
he sings scems to make the machinery 
run more smoothly, and so he accom- 
plishes more in the end than the quiet 
fellow and has some time for the fool- 
ish talk of the cotton patch besides.“

å Wizard of Horticulture Who Revo- 
lutionizes Plant Life. 

I have met recently, in a little vine 
mantled cottage not far from the Pa- 
cific, a remarkable man, known to ex- 
perts throughout the country and be- 
yond, yet one of the least known to 
the general public. Mr. Luther Bur- 
bank has evolved more extraordinary: 


and, indeed, more marvelous plant life] Kast 


than any other man. Without the 
training of the college or the universi- 
ty, he yet leads in one of the most 
subtle and elusive, one of the mdst 
complex and baffilng departments of 
modern research. 

On a wind swept mosa he finds a 
wild flower of some native beauty, but 
Insignificant in size and, in the main, 
uncomely. He takes this flower and 
gives it a new life, increases Its size, 
doubles its vigor, hastens its spring- 
time appearing, or, if it suits him, he 
transforms it utterly, producing a flow- 


er unlike anything which has yet blos- 


somed. He finds two trees, neither one, 


to his mind, filing its true place in the 
world; he joins them and produces a 
new tree possessing the best of both. 
One such tree he has made which is 
now the most rapidly growing tree 
known in the temperate zones of the 
world and one of the moat prolific of 


all nut producing trees. 

He takes a small unpalatable fruit, 
fnferior in size and lacking in nutri- 
tion, and makes it over into another 
fruit, large, rich, toothsome, beautiful. 
A little daisy, smal! and imperfect, ap- 
pealed to him one day, and he develop- 
ed the insignificant flower into one sev- 
eral inches in diameter. He takes a 
flower with a large, showy bloom, a 
bandsome creature among its more 
delicate companions, but having an of- 
fensive odor, and gives to it a delicate, 
fragrant scent. He bas changed the 
hue of a yellow poppy iato silver or 
amethyst or ruby. He has driven the 
pit from the plum and filled Its place 
with substances rich, juicy and sweet. 
He created a walnut with far thinner 
shell—so thin, indeed, that the hungry 
birds could perch upon the branches 
and drive their bills through it and rob, 
the nut of its meat, This would not 
do, and he reverse the process and 
bred back until be bad a aut of just 
the right shell thickness. Incidentally, 
de drove the tannin from the walnut 
and has left the meat almost as white 
as snow.—W. S. Harwood in Scribner's.

IMPROVING “THE OAKS" 


Brick Wall of Over 100,000 Bricks wl 
Partially Encircle Property. Water 
Supply Plant To Be Installed. 

Other improvements. 


Ex-Governor E. E. Jackson is hav- 
ing a brick wall placed around the en- 
tire front of his home, The Oaks,“ 
in this town. The wall is 12 inches 
thick and rans 17 bricks high. It is 
abont 1200 feet in length and will take 
more than 100,000 bricks to complete. 
Pilasters 18 inches high and 18 inches 
square occur every 12 fect. These are 
to be capped off with a gray granito 
lab 22 inches square. Between each 
of the pilasters two lines of pipe run 
one above the other the entire length 
of the wall. The lower of the two 
pipes will carry water, and brass spig- | 
ots will be attached to this line every | 
100 feet, which will facilitate water- 
ing the large lawn, the size and bean- 
ty of which is to be compared to the 
magnificence of a public park. What 
with the lawn tennis court, rustic 
houses, cosy nooks, oak, hickory and 
other trees and the large fruit orchard, 
the grounds present a handsome ap- 
pearance. 

The rear of this private park is 
marked by a line of dense shrubbery. 
Entrauce is made at two places, one 
at the corner of Division and Isabelle 
streets and one at the hend of Park 
Avenue. At cach entrance there is 
ono large gateway for tean s, and one 
small one on either side of this for 
those walking. The large gates swing 
from 8 feet posts of alternate brick and 
gray granite, which are covered by 
granite slabs thirty feet square; aud 
the smaller ones swing from 7 feet 
posts of the same kind tipped with 24 
inch slabs. The cost of the whole 
work when completed will probably 
amount to more than $2,000. 

The Governor will also install a 
complete water pamping plant on his 
grounds. For this purpose he has or- 
dered a five horse power Foos gasolene 
will pump the water. 
A steel tank, which will be capable 
of holding 5,500 gallons of water will 
be erected. This will connect with 
the house and the pipe in the wall. 

The house will also be wired and 
electricity will be used to light the 
house. Gas generated on the premises 
has been used heretofore to furnish 
the light. 

Thé cost of the improvements when 
completed wll cost nearly 33.500.

No. 8— containing 5.90 acres, partly 
cloared, Mrs. Ella Anderson, $50.00 

No. 4—containing 21.27 acres of 
cleared land and 12.80 acres of wood- 
land, improved by dwelling, S. Q. 
Johnson, $350.00. 

No. 5—containing 86.24 acres of 
cleared land, and 17.45 acres of wood- 
land, S. Q. Johnson, $570.00.
